It wasagreatlie, thatany Prince had that confidence 1n him , and Iame 
ſure ir moſtbe one of the two, thats gained him favour: the diſcovering 
of ane home, or ane forraine {ſecret , I ſhall nor inſiſt further upon ather 
of them , butin ſo faras har leave the world ro judg: whither or not the

pable of making grear diſcoveries, that certainly he could not indure to 


ſee him , bur would rather difchairg him his court and. preſence, and with 
cQn.. 
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eonfinment ( which 15a very ordinary way of dealling with ſuckperſons z 


and which in my opinion he aught rather to chuſe (but contrary he is never 


from the K. whileawake, in houſe, feilds, andcampe, aproving of all 
that he do-:th, and intends ro doe and by his Souldiers (-whoas the world 
knoweth are intended, for the ſuppreſling of Religion }) wiſhing him much 
joy of them , and hoping thar they will prove faithful ro him. 

And continuing , offitionſly and impertinantly giving his advice to thos 


ſpoken of, to this effe& , Tame ſure that if the King, did think him in the 
leaſt Hipocritical , he wonld not rruft ſo much to him, and as he is fre- 


quently, rwo or three hours alone with him in a cloſs Chamber, certainly

( notwithſtanding of his ingadgment ) fell of, and left the Gentlemento. - 


doe for themfelves. 


And now Sir John having learned the airt of pride, 8 finding the ſweet-- 
neſs of ane aſpiring humor, roa further bignes in the world, joinedtothe 
Earl of .Argyls pairtie; of whom 4t were tedious and needleſs (finc done fo 
weel and fully by himſelfalready ) ro give you a particular account, okhis - 
his firſt caſe and rrayel before he eſcaped out of the Caſtle of Edenburg (but 
being your defair I will indeavour to fatisfie you as to his proceedings ſince, 
and will in the end put the capſtone upon Sir Johns Willeny ) after which. 
he did go for England, where ( having ſtayed a conſiderable time hethad. 
many great offers made him , if he would bur in the leaſt comply roo, or 


connive at the ſorm of Church Government, then and now intended, bar 
as he found peace of couſcionce, in ſo far as he had withſtood already , fo 


did Iykwayes ( being helped of God } withſtand theſe tentations , rhough 
ftronger and richer then the former, 


Then leaving England, hedid retire himſelf to the Provinces of Hal. 
and, .. 
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land : havingfouud before him the Duke of Monmouth and the Earle of 
Shaſtsbury ( no friend otather , bura man altogerher for his own glorie; 


' and one who deſired nothing ſhould be done , be it never to religious or of 
ſogreat importance, if himielt were northe principal actor and carier one 


of it, with whom the Earl did once commun betore his death, bur find= 


ing him, of ſo-1mpertineur, and ſelfiſh inclination , did ſhune after- 


convers with him , who -was fixed 1n a little time inane other world, and 
as he did appear bur very 1nſignifcant, in any of ther aſtalres , I ſhall ſay no 
more of him. | 

All this time , and until alitle before the invaſion 1685. the Earl , did 
never ſee the Duke of Monmouth , at which when the propoſal was 
made {of invading ) the Duke ſeemed ro be much avers, to make the at- 
cinpr, it ſeems he teared becauſe his pretentions were not ſo weell ground- 
ed, he- ſhould haye mer with a greater oppoſition from the Country 
( whom he behoved ro depend upon as his greateſt friends ) and parricular- 
ly from the Presbyrerian pairty , of the Charch of Scorland and the Ana- 
bapriſts pairty in EnglandasWytneſs Colonel Denvers in the mean time he 
had gained the favour of Zz=2 ind gave him all the aflurances could be 
defired, or expected , that he ſhould never appear in oppoſition to, . or 1n 
prejudice of Him-*which he did perſorme , unril che death 'of his Farher 


Charles the 2d.” After whoes death the baniſhed Brirans then' in Holland, 


began to-appear} thinking ir high rime 1n good earneſt, ro appear then, 
when .the Pop by the Succeſlor ro there Crownes invaded there Religion, 
Lands; and Liberties Monmouth having ar laſt reſolved to invade En- 


gland , was choſen alenerly , General for that King/om , and the Earl of 


Argyle was choten General tor the Kingdom of Scotland: and did certain- 


ly deferye it, having nothing before his cyes bur Religion and Liberty , 


nevertheleſseven of thiſe Perſones thar did ingadge with him , rhere were 


ſome that dideye Religion in no reſpect , bur puffed up with vaine glorie, 
ſelfe concearednes , and with the expeCtarion of a further preferment, un= 
der a new. reſolved. upon King, ſo did they ad there pairt, and did uſe 
there ourmoſt endeavour to limite the General , ro there aſſumed arbirra- 
rie' pouer ſome Perſons principally concerned in this, had the confis 


dence to goe 1n perſone to Monmouth , and rold himthar the Earle reſol* 


ved roconcern himſelf in nothing , if he were once in'Scotland , except 


inhisowne privat Inrceſt, and defired that he might nor rruſthim (which 


was a baſe and calumnrous aſpertion) but the Duke was in thar ſo generous 


thar he told rhe Earle of ir, and withall declaired that he did not beheve ir, 


this then þzoke the others credita litte with the Duke , yea they.wer ſo

mutch without cauſe the Earles 8 , thatatane other time , they 
went. to a certaine perſon, who had the diſtriburing ofa conſiderable 
ſoume of money , for the cauſe that they then had in:hands, and deſired 
that perſon nor to give the rruſt of {o much money ro the Earle, bur as the 
perſon knewhim , to be faithful 1h his undertakings, did accordingly give 
the replie, that, were there twice as much he ſhould have ir, theſe diſ- 
appointments, did not alittle 1rrirat them, who d1d reſolve then ( though 
the cauſe in hand ſhould ruine) to endeavour to ruine the Eafle : 
which in the end they did accompliſh , 1n the mean time Sir John Cohran 
was not 16le , forunderhand he did indeavour, toalienat perſons hearts 
from the Earle, as particularlie he did all his motone by letters, with 
to fall into the Duks ſide , (yer berw1xt the two Generals then was no dif- 
ferenc but they would neids make on, as did apear inthe end for the on did 
declare himſelfa King by the advice of rhere:ring leaders) and thereupon 
ſenta letter tohim., to be delivered atthe the? "tothe Duke, the Con- 
tents whereof were , that as he could aflure his Grace of the bearers faith- 
fulnefs to his intreſt, ſo begged he might receave him as- one willingro ſerve 
him , buthedid in no wayes intimar the contents to himſelf, and its 
a thouſand to one he did nor deltyea it but taken up otherwayes was ſent 
by a footman , who ſeemed to the Duke bur a very inſignificant Gentle- 
man , he had recommended , and whitch did make Sir John appear very 
ridiculous to the Duke , who did afterwards call him the hufting Sir John;

maginable, to have him ſo ſubje&ro rhere Counſels, and advices, that 
they would have him ina capacity to at nothing. Burby there allowance 
ler the world conſider, if it wasather propper for him robe ſo much ſub- 
jected, or for them to demand ir, I doe confeſs a General Perſon ought 
& may withour degrading of his juſt honours and pouer take all the advice 
he can have, without being obledged to ſtand to more of it then upon ſos 
lide grounds he thinks fitr ; others of them thought him ſo irrational in his 
refuſals , thatrhey did not ſtand to make proclamarion of theſe words, he 
Is dutacheat, whar have wetodoe with him ? yerall this time monney 
was raifed onthe Farls credit, ye may eafily conſider if this was nor very 
hard beginning to the poor Earle, and it wonld havedaunrted the ſtoutreſt 
of hearts to be ingaged in ane affajrof ſo great conſequence, and to have | 


bur very few or almoſt non to afliſt him, bnt ſuch as were his morral and 
profefled Enemies. .

Ar ane othertime, one of there - who was thought could noe. 
| haveerred, being ſentto him, with power to declare, rhatif he did nox 
allrogerher comply with them ( which ye may think was very hard for 
him todoe ) that they would altogether forfake him , andI wiſh from 
my heart that they had altogether done it, Ifay this famous Orator, one 
who d1d never in the leaſt ſtudy the diſcipline of War, nor rhe meaneſt in- 
fight therein , being contradicted by the Earle , but in ane ordinary dif- 
courſe upon that head , went neer to give him the lie , the. Earle did very 
calmly reply , Sir I doe relic upon your advicein other things, and notin 
this: forye doe not underſtand it, and I defire I may not be troubled with 
your advice in any maters military , but when deſired, upon which the 
other went oft in a huff, with this expreſſion, 151tſo > Ir was very pro- 
bable, notwithſtanding ofall preceedings that things might have been ina 
little time, brought to a betrer underſtanding betw1xt the Earle , and the 
Gentlemen ( whobecame ar this time to be ſome what concerned for there 
former cariage ) but this ſower of ſedition will needs have the fire kindled 
afreſh , and did ſo influence the poor blind led Genflemen , thar there ſor- 
row one both ſides, was renewed , andas this was good ſervice done to 
the Enemie. ; 

So the King now reſolves to givea recompence, whitch can nor be de 
nied , or it may be very juſtly ſaid thar he did nothing to the Kings pre- 
judice , who was guilty -of bra:king ſo great of ane undertaking a+ 
gainſt him. 

Yet there were amongſt rhem very -grave and ſober Gentlemen, who 
underſtode there degtie and behaved accordingly , beſides thos Englith 
Gentlemen , whoſe memorie can neyer die. 

Abour this time , rhe Earle did meer with the Duke ef Monmouth , 
who gave him all the aſſurance imaginable of his deſing to'be alenerly for 
Religion, andliberty and in rhe mean rime., he had reſolved to invade 
upon a pretention to the Crowne , ( as 1s{uppoſed) yet there Antagoniſts 
of the Earles, wereall reſolved his way , though rhey know the righr- 
hous, aire denuded by it the Prince and Princes of Orange. 

Some few dayes before there depairture from Holland, there were prin. 
Cipal perſones ſent before, for purring the Country in a radines, for it was 
not only not doubred, but the Countryes radines promiſed to the Earle 
the rermances of which I will give you ane account of after-,

Upon the firſt day of May 1685. the Earle with his Company depairted 
the Proyince of Holland upon condition , that ( the Duke of Monmouth 
with the Engliſh Gentlemen behind ) ſhould nor ſtay above ren Gaye: L

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which was not performed , for a wholl moneth did paſs before they land- 
ed in England , maney thinks this robe adeſine, ro havethe Earle broken 
by giving way to England tobe poured down uponthim , and ir being 
empried of Souldiers, the mater there , might be the eaſier caried on : but 
I ame ſure this 1s a miſtake, for as the Duke was extraordinar]! erived 
when the Earle was taken , ſo undoubredly ir gave a very erent Beni: ro 
the ruining of his 1atreſt, for maney upon the reporr did fear rojoyn think- 
ing, the Earles being defeatt, and his aprchending to be ominous, and 
indeed ſoit was. CO Er er Ten 

Having in a very few dayes rutched at Orkney, being forced thereto by 
great miſts and contraty winds, where by ſome bad advice, he fent a 
ſhoor, Mr. William Spence and Mr. Blaikater for intelligence , who were 
raken priſoners, by rhe old excommunicat Biſhop of Orkney , 
in this the Earle was roo, too, ſubject to advice, which proved to the 
prejudice of his 1ntreſt within a little rime , in ſo faras1t did a larm the 
whole Kingdom, and gave the Enemie norice of rhe ſmallnes of the Earls 
Pairtie, which were with him, yer he wasfully reſolved ro recover his 
Friends, in order to whitch , Sir Patrick Home and others , were order- 
ed with a partie of Fuſenirs, to make ane infall upon' the Towne of 
Kirkwa , where the Biſhop and the Priſoners were, but when rhe un- 
doubred Champion of a Coward!ly nature Sir John : did percave that 
blood might be the reſult, he did very cordially by his ſubril arguments 
influence the Earle fo , but more immediarlv the Schippers who, pretend« 
ed: by contrary winds they mighr be in danger 1n lying long there ) that 
a itopp was put to the atemprt, ſo that they did on lie ſeiſe upon five or ſix 
Priſoners, whom they caried qgJongs. 

The third day having failed by very faire weather, they arived and 
dropt Anchor in Tobermore in Mull , where nothing of anny conſequence 
did happen, and having failed from. thence , they drobt Anchor in the 
Sound of Illa, where ar itr{t they were like ro meet with ſome oppoſition , 
by the Bailie of that. Conntry , bur in the end they took himſelf Priſoner > 
and added three ſmall Companies to there former number, from that 
they ſatled overinto Kinryre, from which place ſome more perſons were 
ſe:1t ro prepair , and make the Loland pairr of Scotland, rady to aſſiſt them, 
which wasa very rational thing, and I ameſure required a ſtopt ro the Lo- 
land invaſion , until they had areturn from there Meſſengers, grantir had 
not been done with ane unanimous and general Conſent, (asit was) and 
grant they had, hada Power, fitt for thar grear undertaking, of invading 
thar pairt of Scotland , where rhe Eneinies Forces were ſtronghet, at that 
ume by reaſon of the Councels comming ro the knowledge of the Ts 
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(10) 
Frne of landing there, Before this rime 4. Earle did ſend Mr Chahis Sone, 
a ſhoor at the Caſtle of Dunſtatnedg: with letters to ſeveral ofhis Friends, 
ſome of whom as the Laird of Lochnel and Laird of Loup ; did prove fo 
fairhful ro the 1ntreſt as ro diſcover 1t 8 notwithſtanding Lochnel his folem 
ingadgment, to Mr. Cha. thar againſt a day apointed , he ſhonld with all 
the men he could reaſfe, join with the Earle. Yer moſt treatcheroufly did 
diſpatch ane Expreſs to the Counſel of Scotland , with the Earle his Let- 
ter, and afrerward did joyne with the Marquis cf Athol his Forces at In- 
verara, Mr. Cha. didallhe conld to procure the Countries cordial conſent 
of joyning with his Father ; bur generally all refuſed , (excepr ane hunde 
deredortwo, whocameto him withoutbeing preſt') for ſaid they we doe 
not credit, My Lord his being there in perſone, lett him come to this pait 


of the Country , and we ſhall all joyne with him , ye may judg whither or 


not this objectionand ſtop of thers required the Earles preſence, being 
bur ſixteen meils diſtance, andin the heart of his own Country, Where 


withour any great delay,he might have farisfied the Country,and with ſmall. 


hazard to their perſons beatr that ſmall pairt of the Enemie who then d:d 
poſſes ir, I moſt likewiſe tell you that the ordinary diſcours, and intrea- 
tiesof rhos, who had already joyned with him, was. Thar in reaſon, 
though they were willing to die at his foot, and to goe where ſoever he 
pleaſed , he ought firſt ro endeavour the defeatting of the Enemie, then 
in the Country , ſo that there Wives and Children might be fred, of rhe 
feared for Tyrannicaland fayeg uſage, thar they might meer with (if 0- 
therways) which being done, they were willing to goe with him where 
he pleaſed , this was not only tne dayly imprecations of the Country-men, 
bur alſo of ſeveral ſtraingers at the time inCommand : All this time Mr. 
Cha. was doeing what he could, but ro that ſame purpoſe before mentio- 
ned : who having gariſoned the Caſtle of Carnafarey. Sir Duncan Campbel 
of Achnkreck his Dueilling-hous, he did ſertle himſelfar a little Town, be- 
longing to Sir Duncan, four meils diftant from the Caſtle , from which by 
fetters heſgave the Earl ane account , of whar ſucces he had in that pairr of 
the Country, the Earle being ſtill 1n Kintyre , had aletter ſent him from 
one of his conſiderable Trufttes in the Lolands Mr. George Barklay, wherein 


he gave accouut thar he had done all thar lay in his power, for preparing | 


of the Country , and that they were nor as yet come to any reſolution ; ſo 

could give him noaffurance , bur ane evil grounded probabilety, ſure T 

am ye cannot think that this was ſufficient incurragement for to invade 

with a handful of friends, amoughtsa Power of Enemies. Now I come 

togive you three principal reaſons, which were mortiyes thar -did contri- 
are to his ſtay.

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The firſt is a promiſe he did paſs to Ly Duke of Monmouth, before he 
left Holland ; that he ſhould keep himſelf ina retired pairt of the King- 
dom, until ſuch rimeas he heired of his being in ation in England. 

The ſecond 1s a promiſe he paſt to rhe Scots Gentlemen of a reaſing a 
ſupplie , within hisowne Country, 

The threid 1sa particdlar point of honour and Intreſt falling in at one 
time, : In that he did paſsa promiſe ro the Duke; whatever the Duke his 
definge might be inthis : Tame not rojudg , butIame ſure the Earle had 
no bad deſing1n ir, butmeaned weel ; and would have uſed all for the beſt, 
the conſequence of which had ir been rightly obſerved , might have pro- 
yen to very goed effect , becauſe in thar time what forces he might have 
madeup, could have been exerciſed, and brought under that pairt of the 
Militaire Diſcipline neceſlaire for them , withour which all War is invain 
and nixt was1t not a promiſe , anda word of honor paſt betwixt the two 
Generals, who were then ina good underſtanding , and who at that time 
were under no ſuſpition one of ane other, of being guiltie of any privart 
d2ſing or plote, contrary to the Arrickles of agreement , aughr he nor 
then to have performed his promiſe , being of 1 {elf neceſſary, and did 
not tae Duks ſtay ſo long beyound exſpeCtation, requirea ſtope, And L 
can ſay that unril the day he was beatr , rhe Earle had never rhe certantie 
of his being in England, he could not becauſe he was not , bur a little 
before his break in the Lowlands, and it made the Earle not a little ſuſ- 
pect he hadaltered his refolution , and not without ground. 

Then ſecondly , did he nor give a promiſe to rhe Scots Gentlemen who 
were undertakers with him , that he ſhould make up a ſupply of his owne - 
men , did he not promiſe this yes and ought he nor to have performed ir, 
yes certanly , honour would force him ro1r beſides the 1ntreſt, and eſpect- 
ally being a promiſe ro thos who were not reſolved to forgett, the leaſt word 
ſpokenby him, and particularly when by way of promiſe or ingadgment, 
and would not this levie, have contribur ſo mutch to the 1ntreſt ( undoub- 
tedly, } Then I pray you what had they {uid ro him , if he had'nor a per- 
formed ir, they had certainly have called him a chear ro his face, foras it 
was behind his back they did ir , bur it they obje&t ; had nor the Earie as 
many friends, as would have made up thos ſmall forces without his owne 
preſence, I fayno, fortheſe of rhem whom rhe Counſel was moſt jealous 
of {who were indeed amongſt the moſt conſiderable ofhis friends) were 
( before the Farles coming from Holland, upon ane bond of apearance gi- 
ven in by them , rothe Marques of Athol at Inveraray) citted in ro Eden- 
burg , and upon the firſt rumor of the Earles then intended voyage , were 


all teaſed upon and putt into Priſone , excepr Sir Duncan Campbel , who ats

ter he know' of the Earles landing in the Shyre of Argy], being then ar 
Srerling, came: to the ſaid Shyre, where he imediatlv imployed him- 
ſel:, inreaſing his own Vaſſelsand Tennents, with ſome few of hs parti- 
cular Friends : who did fitr the Counſels citation , fo thar in fix dayes, he 
made upa Regement, whitch did confilt of about arght hundred foor, the 
Earle being aquanted of this ſudden unexpetted and favorable ſucces, 
did ( when he found all was done, that cold be done, without fighting 
the Enemy then 1n the Country) command Achinbrek with his Regiment 
ro march : andapornred the Tarbitr , robe the place where the; ſhould 
meet, a place very centrical in that Country , and oppoſit to the Low- 
lands , where accordingly the Earle came, accompained with the three 
Ila Companies , and three Companies of Foot he had raiſed in Kinryre, 
commanded by. Collone] Aileif, Robert Elphiſton of Lapnes Collonel , 
and Major John Campbel , afterwards execur at Inverarey, and with a 
Elin had Hors commanded by Collonel Rimbold , afterwards execut at 
Edenburg. 

Now A may object : rhere was a goodly Company , why 4id not the 
Earle then march towards the Lowlands ? as I have given you already two 
of the reafons : I ſhall within a verry little giye you the third ; bur I'moſt 
begg vour patience, unnill I give you ane ſhort accoumpr of ſome debeats, 
(and their refulr ) rhat paſſed at the Taibir, the Earle having their mod- 
led his Forces 1nto three ſmall Regements, which did not conſiſt of above 
four hundred and fyftie a peace , apointing” Sir Dunkan Campbel , 
jon Elvite, and Robert Elphiſtoun of Lapnes, Collonels, the laird of 
arbreak, Major Alexander Campbel ,,and ——=— Lieutenent Collo- 


nels, James Henderſon, John Fullertone, and Major John Campbel , 
Majors. 


Havy:ng thus furniſhed the Regiments, with thos, and other inferior 
Officers, he did intend a march towards Inveraray, from which he did ins 
rend if poſſible, ro beat whar Forces Athol had lving there, at thartime, 
( who norwithſtanding of the ſmalnes of there number ( by reafon of the 
Narrownes of the paſſes, Northward and Northweſt of Inveratay . hind- 
red that part of rhe Country tojoin ) this was much oppoſed by ſome their, 
and in fo much that a Counſel of Warr being called. ane Invaſion upon the 
Lowlands was reſolved upon , to whitch the Earle did: very humbly and 
willingly ſu>mice, and was very cordially gone abour by all there who af- 
ter having failed over to the Ifle of Boot, The Earle had notice rhat rhere 
wasa Companie of Foot, anda parry of Rimbolds Horſe le{ behind , by 
reaſon ofthe want of Boars, which did mt a ſtop» ( withn the Ifle of 
Boot ) tothe Lowland Invation , for three dayes, this certainly, any ra-

tional man will forgive, except they would have had the pairtie left behind, 
fall iuro the mercie of there Enemies gariſone , but fix myles diſtant from 
the Carbir, Tknow {ome 1n the very time of the ſftope, affirmed thar it 
vw onld be no difficii|ty for thos left behind, ro follow, and overtake the 
Forces, then with the Earle , grant he had profecutred h;s defing, in 
landing in the Lowlands ; bur this as1t was very ridiculous ſo it was de- 
nved; for though rhe Earle had been in a condition to have forced his 
paſſage with rhos he had he could not in reaſon, have expected bur a per- 
{wit , th: Coatts being ſo full ofarmed Men, and beſides, allthis time he 
had no affarance of the Country over the water : and ye may eafily think 
the fZarle had been nor only puſled, as ro the p1 tching of a place , where 
ro make a halt , (knowing of non to join with him ) bur like wayes mighr 
ſee it altogether impoflivle for thos left behind to force rhere paſſage or ro 
have come upto him, by reaſon of the ſmalnes of there number. 

Bur they thar wereleft behind , on the third day being come up, the 
Earle did undoub:cedlydefng ro ferrite over to thar part of the Lowlands, 
where he was ſo much before preſſed rogoe , in order ro which he did 
apoine ; all rhe Souldters ro haveals much radied meat as would ſerve for 
rhree dayes march ; after the landing which was accordingly done, but 
three very material cauſes occurring , pur aſtopetoir. The firſt was ane 
Expreſs from ſeveral Gentlemen, who had fully refolved to joine with 
the Farl , who gave norice thar the Mar. of Athol and the Earl of Braj- 
dalbine, with ane Army of three thouſand Men, had come to Inveraray,. 
and ſtoped all the Paſſages by which they were to paſs , and had taken ſom 
of themſelves Pr ſoners, and that 1f Arhol were nor forced out of the 
Country , that they and there Aﬀociats were altugether incapacitar, to 
ſerve ather the cauſe, or him. 


If rhis had been done, it woald in all appearance have had very good 
eftect, noronly in roUing Thos , then Priſoners, who would have made 
up a partie of at leaſt rwo Regemenrs of Foot, burwould have gained rhe” 
furure aſſiftance of the moſt parr of thos ; who in the interim did ſerve the 
Mar. of Athol. As I know particularly , ſeverals of the leading perſons 
of both the Hors and Foor, wereſo ingadged. And would not this have 
contrib1red very much for the intreft rhen in hand; ir would firſt have 

ained honour, afrighted others, and tripled the Earls Forces, and: 
could nor bur have very much dawnted the courrage of others, rhar were: 
bur almoſt indifferent, Yer many of the Earls Companie , finding him 
inclined ro move his Armes , where preſet neid did moſt require, did a 
freſh 2xclaime agunthim , anddid bleam him for Want of Condu&t , as 


if he were obleadged to let every oaof his Company know , orbe pr AS

his privat treaties wirh the ſeveral perſons, not as yet joined with him, 
or to his privat definges, he reſolved ro make uſe of, Thereupon others 
had the confidence to ſay , that they did look upon thos forces, of the E- 
nemies: thenin the Shyer, nether asane enemie , or worth there while 
ro medle with. And that byir, the Earle did aim at nothing, bur rhe re- 
covery of his privat Intreſt. But as they were fools thar ſpoke it, ſor is 
nor worth the inſiſting upon further , butinſo far, thar the World may 
ſee, how unfit thos perſons were , to manage, or giveadvice in ane afair - 
of ſo great moment And beſides, 1ts known and may be rato-: 
nally believed, it was not alenerly his privat 1ntreſt , that rhe Earle re- 
ſolved to concerne himſelfin nonotaral, foras he was prudent anough , 
to forſee that rhe defeatrtng of Athol , and the regaining of thos ( who by 
all probabilery were incapacitat ro aſſiſt ) would rend very much to the 
furthering ofthe cauſe, ſolikewiſe , he could nor bur rhink ita thing al. 
rogetherimpoſlible , ro keep poſſeſſion (although he had beat Arho] ) 
without going further in the management of rhar great cauſe, rhenin 
hands. The undertaking of whitch, he was moved toby conſcience alla- 
narly. And 2dly. while this was in agitation, the Earle had notice, rhar 
aShip wa s courſing too and froo, betwixt the Coaſts of Boor, and the 
Lowlands , which he imagined ro be a man of war, upon which he did 
order, Collonel Elphiſton , with his Scipe called the Sophia, ro goe and 
challange here , and if that ke thought her to beaneenemie, to give him 
wairning by Loufing of-ane gun, who after ane houres ſailing, did give 
the ſinge , then the Farle having pur a boord of his own Ship two Compa- 
panies of Souldiers, and made up towards the ſuppoſed enemie, who at 
the firing of ane gunn or two, didſtriek, and proved to be bur a mer- 
chant man , come from Norraway yet by (the Seamen and Merchands 
being preſled toit) he had intelligence, thar there were two menof - 
War, the one called the Fiſher , and rhe other a ſmall ſmall Frigat , were 
come up the lenth of Air, where they were a making up ofa fire ſhip, and 
had taken in ſome ſeveral Soulaters and Voluntiers of addition, This 

lace a1d lie berw1xr him and that part of the Lowlands, he intended to 
any” in , which did force new methods to be taken, upon which by the ad- 
vice of moſt in Company, moſt part of Armesand Ammunition were pur a 
ſhoor,inthe Caſtle of Alengrig. Bat ro no purpoſe, for by the ſmalnes of the 
ounns, upon the fort , and want of of other Proviſions nece{lary) and rhe 
Caſtle being ina very wilde Part of the Country, the Gouvernour was for- 

ed ( being betwixt ane hundred Cannons on the one hand , and two thou- 
ſand Landforcesupon the other) toleaveir, taking only there lives and 
uſal Armes , alongs hith them , which ſhall þz more fully deſcrived ro 


you 
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_ youafterwards, Surely ye cannot bur think, this would haye taken up all 
the time, was imployed by this new propoſal, being not above three 
dayes, | 

Bar thirdly, the Earle had not reſted above one night afrer his toull 
_ arthe Caſtle, bur ane Expreſs (as1t then ſeemed of good credite) came 
from a conſiderable pairtie then on foot, in the Lowlands, who declared 
they were all ready roſervethe Earle , and thar inrerſt he appeared for, 
bur firſt did obleadge the Larje to reſolve ſome queſtions, the firſt was, if 
the Duke of Monmouth was ingadged in that affair. The 2d. Whar for- 
ces himfelt had then upon Foor, And the 3d. Why he did not fight the 
Mar. of Athol Forces, commanded by Baleachan ( this ye may think was 
a ſoreanougn check, roon who was of ſo undaunted courrage, and on 
who of himſclf had ſoo good will to it.) Buras to the firſt the Earl did 
anſwer, that Monmouth was as equally concerned, and ingadged in thar 
aſair , as himſelf, and was by that time in England. As to the ſecond the 
Earle was avers, from giving him ane poſitive account , for at that time 
the number of his forces d1d not exceed, ( beſides what he had appointed 
for the Gariſones tuel hundred. | 

To the 3d. he anſwered, that the diviſions amongſt themſelves, were 
the only hinderance of that, bur the other replyed , that he was certaine, 
non of his friends would williugly be ſubject ro ſuch fafions , bur with all 
he did ſeem very ſounde in the thing, and promiſed ſome rime rhe nixt 
day to give the poſitive anſwer of them rhar ſen: him, it moſt be granted 
the further delay of their two dayes was very rational, for by all probabt= 
lety , had rheſe then under treary , joined with him ; he neided not have 
buſſied himſelf, ſo much about the ſecuring of his Armes and Ammuni- 
tion, in a Caſtle not very fit to reſiſt , bur might havegone in perſon 
whither ſo ever he pleaſed , and caried them alongs with himſelf. The 
day the Expreſs had apointed being expiredand ane other with it : rhe Earl 
begane to be ſome whart jelous ofa Tripaen , and that he came over rather 
asa Spye, then forany defing he had .in joining. Which undoubtedly, 
made 1t the more dangerous, toadventure the landing with ſo ſmall a par- 
ty , without aſſurance of the aſſiſtance ar leaſt of a party at the Landing , 
as ſtrong ornear to his own , which non there could give him further then 
a probality of , whitch not only ſo foolifhly might have indaingered, his 
own, and the lifes ofall thos with him , bur rhe loſing of the inrreſt, rhen 
undertaken by them : yer notwithſtanding , of all rhat he mer with to diſ- 
courage him, from invading the Lowlands. Being again faln upon by 


thos of his Company he did in the end (that the world might ſee he was 


nelther atrayed nor unwilling to goe,condeſhend ro goe within twodayes, 
In 
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in which time he himſelf have We __ Boot , with his forces: to 4 
pairt in Cowel-mor oppoſit to the place deſigned nixt for their lafiding. He 
did commiſſionat.Sir John Cockran, and others (Sir John having rhe 
command ) to goe tro Greenock , for intelligence , and to rake alonghts 
with them rwo of the Ships , at whos coming back, he did poſitively de- 
clare, thar if they would bur then adviſe him, he ſhould hazerd his life , 
and all alonghts with them , to the Lowlands, but with all deſired them to 
carrie thence , ane hundred or two meaſuresof meal ro be made bread of: 
forthe uſe of the campe , away indead they went having two Companies 
of Souldiers : beſides Seamen , for there Convoy, when they came with- 
in Muſcar-fhoor or a litle mor of Land, and as they were making ready, 
toland, there did apear a body of horſes: Sir John without having the 
leiſt orders for fighting did for the further evidence of his good 'Condu@, 
deſire (by way of command) Collonel Elphiſton ro goe a ſhoor , who 
could not be accompanied by want of Boats, with above tweenty-or rhir- 
ty men, burhe ſeeing the thing ſo ridiculouſly dangerous , did ar firſt in- 
deayure to convince him of his bad conduct, and the probality of there 
being loſt that would Land, burlſeeing rhat would nor doe , didar laſt 
( having warrand from the Earle, to obay Sir John only in ſo far as. he 
found him rational , and bur good reaſon for 1t the one wasa-compleat 
Souldter , and the other notar all ) flatly refuſed, Sir John having nota 
little upbraided ; did intrear Major Fullerton , who with fix or renn Soul- 
diers did venture, the enemiec firing at him, as he was a landing, bur has 
ving gott ſafe a ſhoorand raking a ditch for ſhelter, within alittle rime, ha. 
ving percaved a figne given by the enemie , did ceaſe from firing , upon 
which the young laird of Houſtoune, accompanied with Thomas Craw- 
ford of Carſdike, did come upand having queſtioned him very ſore; he 
being come from his men , andbeing accompanied with one more ; note 
withzanding they did paſs theirword of honour tohim; they did borh 
emprie rhere Piſtols arhim, the other nor in rhe leaſt expeQingſuch a mee» 
Ling , had dropt rhe butt of his peice to rhe ground , bur with all dili- 
gence did anſwer Houſtoun, 1n his owne coine, ar which fire ſome fay 
Corſk:kes Horſe was killed , bur carizd him of the rowne , ſuch rrearche- 
ry can ſ{carſe be paraleled. By this time ſome more had landed for his aſ- 
fſtance . who joined themſclves with thos plinted ar the dirch, and did 
behave ſo gallantly, thatit-proved to the amaſen-nr of the beholders, and 
forced a r<rrear-to thereenemies, who having gorren up to the face of a 
litrle hil oppofir.ro the Ships, had ane gunn fired at them , which reat- 
ched them ſonear , tharir forced them to rerear in to the Towne of Pai- 
fy : after which Sir John havinggott notice of there flight, did with ſome 
more

more ventureh's ſtepping into the i'own, wherehe teaſted the beſt cla- 
ret, and wich all the ralying 1ntreaties that he could beſt command ; did 
indeavour ro nerſwade the inhabitants, ro joine to the defence of the Pro- 
reftant Relig on. Whar he did els { bur rhe ſeafing upon fourtie meaſures 
of m. al for two hundred ) non harh as yer been privie to, and that very 
night having taken a very {mall Alarm ( very hott and very falſly) went a 
boord w th all his Company , and morrow morning , did fail rowards that 
place the Earle did chen incampe at , ar his coming great thingsand ſud- 
den reſolutions were expected , bur 1n ſhort he did poſitively declare, and 
not contradicted by any thar were in Companv with him ) thar is was a 
rear madnes to adventure, rolandin the Lowlands, for ſome dayes yer, 
P aid he, rhe Country 1s not arher radv or reſolved, and beſides he ad- 
ded he »asro have ane Letrer bv ane Expreſs the morrow, which would 
ove him a berrer account, then he could have had Yeſterday, and accor- 
dingly a letter did come, from whom I know nor, bur alrogerher full of 
diffuaſive Arguments againſt rhe Farles Landing 1n the Lowlands fo 

ſhoone, J 
'The blaime hitherro was alrogerher laide upon rhe General, for not in- 
vading , bur as 1n reaſon 1t could nor be expected , yer when he apeared ſo 
ſubmiivero the Demands of thos, who oppoſed him , who when by ex- 
perience and rryell they found it improper : they nether would adviſe the 
Farle, nor would adventure themſelves, ro invade, I ame ſure tft rhat the 
Con'ntry was not atrhar time rady nor determined, whar pairty ro joine 
with : 1c had indeed been grear madnes, ro have adventured two weeks 
before ſome were upon Foe : whom they did mutch rely upon , for pre- 
ſenr aſſiitance, bur ſoir was rhat they were alrogerher Ranified, and would 
owne nonels asa Miniſter but him, I need nor inſiſt upon other of rhere 
principles further then tharrhev did pofirively declare ; rhat rhere con- 
ſcience would nor allow them ro joine with Sir John Cockran , and moſt 
of rhe Conntrv ſaid the ſame , and beſides how could rhis Parry have bein 


relied upon, whoes principle it was the curting of, of theſe indulged Mi- 


nuiers 1n Scotland, and who had a Lerrer ſent ro them , the ſame time that 
the farle was apon foor 1n Storland,, from Robert Hamilton ) there pre- 
tended General ar Borhwelbridg ) by :he hands of ane Expreſs Robert

220g nent, with this addition , there behoved ro be a King ( whom did 


.he 1N:an by inthe expreſſion was himſfelt }) now I fay grant thos gar 
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ple had been as willing, to have jo:ned as our Informers d1d pretend, why 
did they nor aſliſt ar the landing which the Earle would haveatemped , had 
he gotr buta leſs incurragement : and now, the bleam- being raken. of the 
Earle, by the words and deads of his Oppoſers, he did ( being never a 
lover of idlenes ) reſolve ro1mploy his rime 1n the Country he was then 1n- 
to, the beſt he could, And having d1vided his Forces, the one halt com- 
manded by Collonel Rimbold , ſent to raiſe a part of the Country, and to 
lyeata pals where the Marq. of Athol ſhould have come thorrow , had he 
come up to fight , the other halt he did rake atongit with himſelf ro the 
Caſtle of Alangrige , where he did makealitle itay in order ro rhe better 
fortifying of rhe Gat1ſon , 1n whitch rime the Armes and Amunition (bur 
ſuch as he had preſent need for ) were raken our of rhe Ships and pur inthe 
Caſtle, and now the Earle knowing that Athol was certainly 1n the ſheir, 
witha Party , moſt of whoes aſſiſtance he did expe&t, ſhould have joined 
with himſelf, and having gotten notice , that he was within ten meiles of 
him, queir out of Collonel Rimboids Road ( who in alitle rime had no- 
tice of this) he d1d then make all the heaſt he could ro be ar him, leay- 
ing two Companies of Souldiers in the Caſcle, conuuanded by Collonel 
Elphiſton with the moſt of the Lowland Gentlemen , who did all fully re- 
tuſe ro goealongs, for as they faid it was not with Athol they had to doe, 
yer would not invade the Lowlands, when they might , bur on all occaſi- 
ons did withſtand anny opportunity offered ro the Earls gaining advantage 
or honour : bur the Earle having joined his Forces with rhos of Collonel 
Rimbolds, he wenrtin the evening towards a place, where he expected 
the Enemie to be, who at his comming, were found ro be burta ſmall party, 
who were plundering the Country , and hadretired , having gotten notice 
of the Earles being ſo near and accordingly did aqwainr Arhol. Bur the 
Earle reſolved to-make the purſuit, ( having commanded Collonel Rim- 
bold with a Parry of five Companies of Foot, and his owne Troup of Hors, 
to goe forward and take 1n that paſsart the Caſtle of Ark-nles) he himſelf 
mairched floly by rhe fide of Lochfine , and did halr beſides the Caſtle of 

Caſt] Lochlan for two nights, for refreſhing of his Souldicrs, In the mean 
time the Earle had norice, that Rimbold had taken the Caſtle and paſs ar 
Arkinles, who» when the Fnemie did percave him, rhe day preceeding 
upon his mairch , d1d ſend from the Town of Inveraray a great Fiſher 
Boar, and for there more ſecurity , weel loadned with Souldiers, for re- 
rarmag ane exact Account of the Collonels number , bur he percaving. 
this did ſend ofa ſmall Fiſhing-ſcour, but with renn Muſquetiers couble 
armed, commanded by Capitaine Dunkiſon, but when come upro 
them , rhevpeppered them fo with ſhoot, thar they followed the cheaſe ,

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within Piſtolſhoot of the Towne , F4 when they had forced them ts 
land , did clear all rhe ſhoar of them , and many orhers who came to ther 
aſliftance , andafterwards retired, to there principal Commander with 
yery great credit, ; | 
The ſame very day did Rimbolds Scouts intercept My Lord Dumbar- 
touns Letrers , directed for the Marg. of Athol , wherein Mylord did in- 
currage the Marg. to fight, and for my part, I wiſh he had fought berter 
then he did : upon rhe third day the Earie being advertiſed of all this good 
ſucceſs, did command a march, which d1d nor contiune above two hours, 
untila Regemenr of the Enemies Forces did apear marching one the other 
fide of the Loch , with defing ro have taken rhe Caſtle of Arkinles with 
the paſs, then in poſſeion of Collonel Rimbold, but finding ther miſtake 
did make a halt ar the Head of Lochfine (had they gorr that Caſtle and 
paſs, they had nor only put a ſtope ro rhe Earles March, but might have 
troubled him by ambuſhments) rhe Earle who by this time had come u 
with the body of the Forces, where Rimbold was, did fer forward wich 
five Companies of Foor and the Troup of Horſe , rowards the Head of che 
Loch ( where the Enemie had planted themſelves) leaving Sir Duncan 
Campel, ro bring up the reſt ofthe Foor. The Enemie having ordered 
a ſecond Regement to follow the firſt, did provide as maney great Fiſher 
Boats, (as did hold ( without being diſcovered as they did think) a 
third Regement, who it ſeemed were commanded to ſand art the Reir of 
the Earls Forces(for ſo they did indeavure) bur being percaved by Sir Dune 
can , hedidorder a partie of Fuſenirs, commanded by on Robert Camp- 
pel, to purta ſtope to there landing , whitch was accordingly done , and 
which did nor a litrle diſcourrage there friends of rhe 2d. Regement upon 
land, bur the firſt Regemeat, commanded by on Siddie Makeny , being 
by this time upon low ground, couid not weel perceave the ſtoppe, thar 
was putt ro the Boars landing , though rhey had , ir could have added bur 
very tle to ane handſome retreat : for that they were ſo ſuddenly ingadge | 
ed by the Eaile, perſonally with the five Companies alenerly , and rhe 
Troupe of Horſe , who without the helpe of the reſt of the Forces (then 
come up and radie to have joined with them) did putr them rotally ro 
flight , and purſe ved hem half wav upa ſteep hill , where by the help ofa 
rok? they found a natural trench , from which they did nor alittle, pepper 
the Marques his Souldiers, until the Earle did command they ſhould rereir 
to there body , which while rhey were a doing, the Enemle did give a 
yellock,, more noiſom then fearſom. If the Earle had done otherwayes 
then commanded a retreat, he might jnſtly have been blaimed for want of 


Condudct ; becauſe of the Enemies adyant2o2 of ground , being above 
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them on the hill, which indeed thev might have very eafiiy made good if 
they ha4 eather curradge or conduct, In this the Farlie (to the dis» 
ſarisfaCtion of his Weelwiſheis, did hazerd his Perſon ro tarr, in this 
their was but one man killed, and ſome hotſes were wounded; the ſe. 
cond Regement was by this time come in {1ghr wita whom ane ingatig- 
ment, was 1medliatly expected , bur ſo ſoone as they did ſee there friends 
pur toa non plus they ſtraight followed them up the hill. Ar this ingadgs ' + 
ment it cannot be ſaid bur generally all be haved weell, ſeveral were killed 
on the Enemies fide, and ſome of them of good account maney were 


wounded. [his Victory the Earle d1d reſolve to proſecur., bur having 


retired to the Caſtle of Arkinles; did refolve to make the nixr atatch , up- 
on there own fide 'of rhe water, nor being poſſible ro follow that way 
by reaſon cf a paſs,- and {trong Caſtle. And having refreſhed his 
Souldiers five for fix houres at Arkinles, who ſeemed als ready, for the 
nixt bout, as could have been wiſhed, In order to wh:tch, he did com- 
mand a march towards Caſtle Loucklan, where he inrended to ferry over 
his forces, and the nixt night to have fallen on the Enemie art Inveraray : 
which might have been much eaſier done, then before. .For rhe nixt night 
afrer the RufMle rhev had gott, above five hundred did retire to there pri- 
vat Duellings. Bur as misfortune would haye ir, the Eails preſence was 
neceſſa:ly required, at the Caſtle. of Alangrige, the Kings Men of War , 
having then come up neir in ſighr of it, and thar Severals who were left be- 
hind, and of thos who d:d refuſe to march formerly with the Earle , were 
reſolved ro bejgon to the Lowlands, upon which he d:d make haſt rowards 
the Caitle, accompained only with three Companies of foor , lei ing the 
reſt behind, whom he commanded ſhould incamp the nixt night at the head 
of Glendaruel, leaving Sir Duncan Cam bel and Collonel Rimb: 1d ro 
command, who the nixr day metr the Earle at the Kirk of Glendaruel, 
before rwelf a clock , who declaired 1f1t were poſlible with the Sips , and 
ſmall Boats he had of his own, he did re-olve to male ane atach, on the 
Men of War, which did he 1n ane narrow arme of rhe S-a. rhorrow whitch 
he behoved ropaſs, ar his going ro the Lowlands, which then he tound 
himſelf forced to veald unto ( f6rfarisfying his Oppoſers) it being then 
fully reſolved : he did order Collonel Rimbold with hs Croup. anda con- 
fiderable Parr of the Lowland G-ntletnen who def+ red ror ro hazerd with 
the Earle by Sea ) ro rake ane ordinary place of ferrieng . and did apoint a 
certan place for :h* nixt randevons, if that it ſhonl4 have pl-:{-d Go. ro 
oye them ane other meer'ng, b irrhe wind proveg ilraoeho: conrrary : 
and ſoine of the Comoanyv , nor v=-v de 9 i< ro. me (4h anzaremore 
did alter thelr reſolution, andasthe E .! 4. 1 ive til ent pigt of hg 
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cO110 16, by 1h 2 Or7,0018 Eng fot OW rcf03 nes to C148 Proof. of his 
willy. gnes ro faite orhernotions, byatraich overland ro the Lolands: 
[oaving Alexanger Ihr, Karter, Commanbcer of the Caltle of Allangrige, 
with a Company of gouldiers and other rwo Com pagies( on of which was 
commanded by Alexander Campbel of Orter) with orders.if they were not 
able to ſtand 1r our, to blow up the Ca#le, with the Armes. and Amuni- 
tion , andto fnck the Ships, and {mall Boats, But rv o dayes after rhe 
Ea: les depairture , thev fnding rhxmlietvesaltogerher out of condirion ro 
make refiſtance ( as I tormentv rold vou, and wanring other proviſions ne- 
cefairie) they did foriake the Caſtle , leaving a traine tn order tro the 
blowing up of all therein , bur neglected rhe ſnking of the Ships. 
And carieng 0: ther Orkney Priſoners alongſt wirh them who when 


| thev found themſelvesarr]:berty ,. d'd with all diligence, give notice to 


the Capiraines of the Men of War, thar the traine was laide ( the rime for 
its execution beingtolong, and they imediatly ſhoot there long Boars , 
landed, found therrain , and made ſeaſure ofall they found. The. Farl 
was not a litle vexed at this but now being relolved ropur all tothe tutch, 
( having crofled a htle Sea, where thos that were lett behind in the Caſtle 


did overtake him ) did march toward the head of the Gerlock , where 


eaghry of rhe Enemies horſes were, but not able to fight made retreat . to- 


wards Dumbartoun Caſtle from which, they gave intelligence tothe Lord 
Dumbartoun , but being hardly perſued by fixtien of Collonel Rimbolds 


Horſes, commanded by John Balfower , five of rhem were made Priſo- 
ners, the Earle the nixr ntghr did incampe at the River of Leaven, at which 


time My Lord Dumbartons Letrers ro Athol were intercepred , by whitch 


he did let him know , he had garr noriceof his defeat art the Head of Loch- 


fin, the nixt morning after ane houres march a Troup of the Enemies Hors, 
clead with reed, did preſent themſelves, ar-rhe rier of the Earles Forces, 
upon which Rimbold was commanded ro fighr them , being ſeconded by 


a Company of foor , burtthey itmedratrly fled ro rhe rope of a Mountan, 
and bv which march gaie norice ro there Genenerals of the Road, thar 
the Earle and his Forces were marching in , and within fx houres, the 
Farle had nor'ce given him, thar the Evemie were meering him , upon 
that very rox4, which did nor a litle dawnr Sr John Cockran, for ime- 
diat, hegurt ſome Country men tharperſwaded the Earle there was a 


more advanragio ;$plor ofground,, bv the fide ofa moſs hard by , bur rhe. 


Earle at firit feemed «-nwilling , for that he did reſolve ro fall upon rhe E- 
n2mie> f:onr, which by all» obahty would have given that partv the de= 
eat . be ng not th: ball ofrhere for ces witho.:t there Ca- 


noa an theie Genetals preſence who was bt comirg up: with the ret of 
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the Forces, yetafter he was m6. who when he percaved a ſmall 
parry ofthe Enemies Hors » going to take up a poit did command Major 
John Campbel ro bear them of and keep rhar ground :n orcer to which 
the Major did immediatly march , bur being over taken by Sir John Coc- 
kran was ſtopped, att which time Mayor Fullerton and Capt Dunkeſon, 
accompanied with other two, having gone for taking up ſome convenient 
plot of ground for ſome poſts,did meer with a fylle of rhe Enemies Forces, 
goIng upon that ſame definge , who aſter each firing atr others, one of 
the Enemie was killed ( though they were ſo ſubrile as to carie him of be- 
fore he was quite d:ad ) and one other wounded, the reſt rerired to ther 
body, By this time the Lord Dumbarton had come up with the reſt of 
the Forces; the Earle haiing calleda Counſel of War, did declare he had 
a mind to make ane onfal that night, Bur was oppoſed by Sir John Coc- 
kran, and ſomeothers , who did propoſe, that fince there was non of 
the Enemie, berwixt them and Glaſcow, it was more proper, to make 
ane handſome retreat in the nighr, and croſs the River of Clyde by the 
breaking of the day , which he being forced to veald ro; and being cer- 
ranly the nixt beſt ſecing thy ſhunned fighting with ane number , who 
indeed were five times theres rhough nor atall Enemies, he did letve 
perſons, for keeping on the fyres all mght where he then encampr , and 
d1d reteir with very litle noiſe towards the moſs, had this very propoſi- 
tion ſuccceded, tr would have had good effe&t, for he had not been only 
free of the Enemie ( conſidering what a ſmall number he had ) bue would 
have gott a Regement of more aſliltance ( of whom he did nor know bur 
the day preceeding) withrhe Lord Dumbartons Canon, and with much 
Amunir:on then laying at Glaſgow , bur Sir John Cockran having firſt gor- 
ten Guides, whodid pititully larre the molt of the Company , by carying 
them three or four meiles abour. H<« nixt made ir his work. ro inter« 
taine the ſeveral Companies, with , a what doe ye mean Gentlemen, you 
ſtick alrogerher , and ye jhall alrogerher be ciirr of, Burlec us Scarter, ler 
every man doe ſor himſelf, rhat ſome of us may eſcape. He did fanciea 
hundred times that nighr, that he did fee the Enemie perſewing ar the 
reire, and ſometimes thar he ſaw them upon all hands, rhis rhat.*and the 
other hill, whereas the Enemie d1d not know of the Farles Depairture 
untill ane hour of day light the nixt morning. Truly this had ſuch influ- 
ence upon the poor People thinking Sir John all alongſt ro be honeſt, and 
to have warrand and for what he fd , thar bv day lighr when the Earle 
deſired a randevous, of the forces, there were nor above ane hundred to 
be gotten, But mairching forward in thefighr of Kilparryke ( wherein 
William 
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William Lindfay being upon a commanded Party ate hour before, did kill 
on and putt the reſt ot a Militia Company to flight. 

Sir John withour coming to the Earle or any other perſon, did run away 
towords the Warer. j:de, 1n order to have ferried over. Then the Earle 
knew himfelf betraved, bura las toolate , however he did ſend after Sir 
John, and forced him to ſpeak : bur it was in vaine, for all he could 
gert out of him, was, My Lord, whv doe ye not flie : And with that, 
went away , accompanied with Sir Patr:k Hume, and ſeveral others of 
the Lowland Gentlemen , who crofſed the River of Clide, where a Troup 
of the Enemies Horſes did fire att them. By rhis time the Laird of Bar- 
break —— -——— and Collonel Elphiſton witha few Souldiers, being 
come up inane other Boat, and having fired at the Enemies Horſe , did 
force there retreat , with rhe loſs of one Horſe, and the wounding of on 
man. They having then joined there little Company ,. and marcheda 
little fucther, were incountered a freſh, by two more Troups, comman- 
ded by Capr. Cliland , who himſelf with ſome more were killed, {eve- 
rals wounded, amonghr rhe reſt Sir Adam Blair, who in galloping be- 
twixt the Parties, recaved a ſhoot from, Sir John Cockrans Carabine 
though nor by his hand ) in thethroar, upon the other ſide on was killed 
a young Gentlemen of the name of Campbel , heir Major Henderſon , 
and Mr. Aircher were weunded. 

And the nixr night they all ſeperar ,. Sir John Cockran did choiſe fora 
hiding place, Capitain Clilands Siſters Houſe to whos dearh , he was ac- 
ceſlory , a place indeed fitt anough fora Traitor : and was within a little 
time taken whos cariedge thereafher I havealready indevoured to make ap- 
pear , tobe (uirable ro his former. Which no rational man can rhinke 
bur to be treatcherous, all alongs , which I doubt nor burin a little time 
( beſides what he confeſed already) will in a more ample and horride 
forme appear , when he was in Edenburg, he did before the Counſel call 
the Earl a Rebelleto his King, whiteh ſeemsro me as1t he had diſaproved 
of the holl affaire. 

Burt now I ſhall returne, and giveane Account of the laſt and Tragical 
Parr of the Earls Misfortuns; who after he found himſelf now almoſt alone, 
did ryd one meil , from Killparrick , upon that road to Glaſgow , accom- 
pained only by Sir Duncan Campbe] , Major Fullerton , Capr. Dunke- 
ſon, and Mr. John Campbe], his owne Sone : aud firſt having reſolved 
upona place to ſecure his Perſon , for a little time , did diſpatch Sir Dun- 
kan, and Capt Dunkeſon , roa certan party of the Country , ro make a 
new Levy if it were poſſible, amerhod of correſpondence, being had down 


betwixt them. Bur the nixt morning Sir D, having gortne the ſadd Ace 
5 count 
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count of the Earles being taken , mave him follow other merhods, for 


his owne and his Friends fafty , and afterwards had a miraculous eſcape, 


being purſewed ar his goeing in to Edenburg , but the tfarle having gone 
to that place where he1nrended ro have fora little time ſtayed ; was abſo- 
lately refuſed ſhelter , by a perſon who ſeveral years was his owne Ser- 
vant. . 

This forced him to crofſe Clide, and traveling rowards the Water 6f 
Inſhenen, was ſtopped ar the ord naire foord , when he found thar it was 
ſo, he.did gallope up the fide ot the Wateralon . and was taken bur for a 
Coutrie men, and1o, nor fo foon followed, Mayor Fullerton did there 
behave ro admiration, for as he was full of valoure honour, and love to 
his General , ſo he did interraine rhe Party ar the foord, accordingly, and 


with als chreatning language and bold carriage, as they could give him, 


andall in order to the Earles berter Eſcape : bur in rhe mean time a fel= 
low coming by , told the Commander of the Parry thar the man, thar 
had gone up the Waterſide , was no Countrie-men, that he had quatr his 
Horſe and taken rhe warer on foor ( 1t was ſo indeed, for the Earls Horſe 
did refuſe ro take the Water ) upon which he ſent our a Party ro overtake 
h:m : Major Fullerron percaving this, endeavoured to perſwade him thar 
he wasa Countrie man , hehad forced to be a guide, and did offer to veald 
himſelf Priſoner, 1f he he ſho11d bt lerr rhe Countrie-man goe: ro which 
he condeſchended , ſee:ng him weel horſed , and weel clothed, and rhe 
other not, but ſoſhoon as the perndnous Rogg found th: Major difar- 
med , he commanded a Party to overtake the prerended Countrjie man, 
upon which Major Fullerton did nota little raiill at him, and reſolved ro 
kill or be killed, did graſpe with the Commander of the Party ,-and, had 
almoſt killed him , bur being maiſtered by a great-r Power , was forced to 
be ſarsfied with beinga cloſſer Priſoner then ever, bur after did very narole 
ly eſcape. | SL 7 Ss 
By thisrime rhe Parrv had come up to the Farle, who did fire att him, 
while he was in rhe water , bur {o !oon ashe was come over, he did pre- 
ſenra Pockar Piſtol torthem, butbeing poiſoned by rhe water, ir had no 
efte&t; one of rhe Villansſeeingrhis, curr him on the head with abroad 
Swo:d. A freth Party by reaſon of rhe ſhoor, commanded by rhe young 
Laird of Greenock , were come up : Greenock imedviarlv knew him , bur 
the poor fellows, that were initrumental in the raking ofh1m , ſo ſoon as 


-.thev knew it was the Exile, they did pirifully lament, which in the J-ift 
- had nor influence upon the Rogue rhar knew him, bur after thar be had 
robbed him andrevyled him,a1 nixt cary hun Prifoner to the Lord Pum- 
--barton, then layivg with bis Forcesat Gla{gow, who did uſe him as dil- 


creetly, 
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ereetly as a Perfon of his birth , merit , and honour did deſerve, and the 
nixt day was ſent Priſoner to the Caſtle of Edenburg, 
+ All this time the Marquis of Athol lay lurking amonghts rhe Argyt

tyne) was his only exerciſe and the Earl of Braidalbins, who was parti- 

ner with him in the Bargan, (and more rouge then fool ) but ſo ſhoon as 
' heheard of the Earlof Argyls being taken , went ro Edenburg to feed his. 
eyes with the ſpeCtakle of that Murther, and from thence, he went to 
London, and inall places where ever he went, he fo commended His 
Ladyes Loyalty (Siſter ro the Earl of Argyl) that all that knew her 

Guilt, blatmed leſs her Lord, being buta Gufline and Brother in Law , 
 (thougha verry deceitful on, and truly leſs guilty then ſhe ) who after ha- 
ving given protection, and ſhelter to four or five Gentlemen, of the name 

of Eimoba, her Brothers, her Husbands, and her own Friends, did 

afterhaving bound them, ſend them Priſoners from her own Houſe at Bal- 
ach , tothe Marquis of Arhol, thenying at Inveraray , and in her Ler- 
ter tothe Marquis, deſired they might be puniſhed as Rebels, notwithe 
{ ftanding of all the relation, whom his Lo. did with all caire and dilt- 
F = with eighreine more putr to death ar Inveraray , and would have 
F Cone more of that nature, had not the Counſel coming to the knowledge 
of his Barbarity , by ane expreſs diſcharged anay more lives to be taken ; 
whitch was performed faving on ; Dougald Mr. Tav:th of Dunardarie , 
whom he execcurt ar the beteidging of Sir Duncan Cambell; Houſe, and had 
ſent more the ſame way , had not the beſeidged upon verry good informa- 
tion knowing the Earle and his Party were broock ) delivered up the Hous, 
and honorably anough , nevertheleſs His Excellence Athol thought firt in 
three dayesafter , firſt roplunder it, and then ro burn ir, and when he 
had performed this noble Atchivement, he neir vaſted all the Country for 
neire 30, mylls round Inveraray, (but Braidalbinds Lands, who hes 
wood anough their ro a@t Judas Tragedy, who for a piece ofmonney, con- 
ipired againſt his Maſter ) and moſt of whitch goods he had driven, he 
ſent to Arhol and Tilliberne, and in ſuch quantiries, thar its thoughr 
Theyves, nor Robbers will have no incurſions , upon that Shyre for three 
Years to come, atleaſt thosin Athol, neid nor. 

When His Lo. had done this, he nixt ſent Partyes to pull down Hou- 
ſes , brock Millſtons , burned their Timbers, and having cauſed curt of 
the Upper grouths of trees, ( both fruirt, and-barren ) pur fyre ro the 
Roats, which rerrained ſtill in the ground. 

Yea poor Countrie-Women , who had been robed of all their Goods , 
and Cloaths , having gone to his camp , being bur part of their own were 

D reiuſed, 
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refuſed , and ſo dyed miſerably , tome of whitch were bronght to beds. 
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monghrs thos Ruffian Savages, and being allowed nov heip , dyed their Þ 
with 5hame, Hunger , and Paine. i 
| Atlaſtit pleaſed God to ſend a rack of Sea-Fiſhes in ſome Parts of the | 
Shvre, eſpeſiallv ar Lockgoilshead (whicch Lana ..cionging to the Leard 
of Ardkinlaſt he moſt ruined ) and the poor People having nertts made 
ſome ſhift for a Livlyhood , bur1ſo ſhoon as this was known by My Lord 
and his Worthies , their Boars were brock , and their Netts were burned, 
whitch ſavage and inhumaine uſage made hundreds of the poor People, 
(and manny of whom were guilty of no 1nſurrection nor reſett.) goa be- 
eing to the neighbouring Shyres, 
When His Lo. had finiſhed his perſecution, he went to Edenburg , 
and inalittle after loſt his Lieurenands Ship of rhar Shyre , and whar for. þ 
ces or Garifſions he had their were disband-d, whitch Offices were given | 
to Lieutenand General Drummond , to the others loſs, ſhame, and con- F 
fuſion ; bur ro rerurne to the Earl, who { having continued Priſoner in the 
Caſtle of Edenburgh all this tyme, and was verry ctvily uſed by moſt of rhe } 
Counſe! had ane in dytement, and received his ſentence upon his former j 
accuſation , and died rhe laſt of Juny 1687. Years, at the Mercart Croſs of * 
Edenburgh , having the Teſtimony of a good Conſcience . in his proceed- þ 
ings and ſufferings; and giving teſtimony ro the World of rhe fidelity of * 
his endeavoures,. for reſtabliſhng of the Goſpel of Chriſt, and from freeing, | 


| his Country ſrom under the Tyranny and Slavery of the Papal Powre, | 


leiving his never dying memory behind. Sir, I have given you this ſhort | 
and trew Aceounr of this Tragical Event ,. being reather defirous ro fartis- .
